Good Morning Tom... 

I'm writing to ask for your assistance in keeping the trash behind 8806 S. Sepulveda cleaned up. 
Attached are some photos taken by our BID Ambassador this morning that show an obvious problem. 
While the Ambassador and an employee of the pizza business cleaned up the pictured mess, this is 
apparently not just a one-time occurrence. 

If the problem emanates from poor refuse collection practises, only the person / business responsible 
for that service can effect a real remedy. (I'm not sure if that would be the property manager or the 
business tenant at this location. Can the responsible party contact the collection vendor for immediate 
improvements?) 

I've asked the BID Ambassador to be on the look-out for illegal dumping as much as he can be with 
an 8-hr 5-day schedule. If the problem is illegal dumping perhaps we can initiate some stronger 
enforcement efforts such as searching the discarded materials for ownership identification, etc. Let 
me know how the BID can assist. 

I'm not sure what role that the Parking Association plays in keeping the parking lots cleaned but I've 
copied Bob Smith to ask. 

I understand that we can count on cooperation from neighboring businesses too. Perhaps the pizza 
tenant can reach out to ask for his neighbor's help and understanding. 

Together I'm sure that we can bring this issue to a speedy resolution and help make Westchester the 
desireable business location that we all want it to be.
